AN AFFECTING STORY OF A SEAL. 

The seal is endowed with a remarkably powerful brain development, 
and is gifted with an amount of sagacity which entitles him to take 
high rank even among domestic animals. He is easily tamed, and 
evinees a degree of attachment in domestication secend only to man’s 
most faithful friend, the dog. "This is noticed by Pliny, and Cuvier 
describes one displaying much intelligence, and performing many 
tricks.
